SecTION 1. In all cases in the courts of this state, What shall
when an affidavit is required for the purpose of pro- w1t sRda-
curing any person or corporation to be summoned, noti-
fied or charged as garnishee, the person making such
affidavit shall state therein, that the property, money,
credit, effects or indebtedness mentioned in such affida-
vit, are to the knowledge or belief of the person mak-
ing such affidavit not by law exempt from seizure or
sale upon attachment or execution.
